He 
invites the attention of congress to 
an inquiry if the national banking 
laws may not be so modified as to 
permit needful additions to the cur-', 
rency, approving the proposed law' 
for the establishment of national 
banks with a capital of $26,000. 


THE GOLD STANDARD. 


"I urgently recommend that 
to 


support the existing gold standard 
and to maintain the parity in value 
of the coins of the two metals (gold 
and silver) and the equal power of 


the present gold standard and pre- 
serve the coins of the two metals on 
a parity with each other, which is 
the repeatedly declared policy of the 
United States. 


"In this connection I repeat my 


former recommendations that a por- 
tion of the gold holdings shall be 
placed in a. trust fund, from which 
greenbacks shall be redeemed upon 
presentation, but 
when once re- 


deemed shall not thereafter be paid 
out except for gold." 


The president urges the develop- 


ment of the merchant marine of the 
United States and urges the adop- 
tion of such means as will bring 
about to the largest degree such a 
state of affairs, pointing out that 
'•expense is nothing compared to the 
advantages to be achieved." 


COMBINES AND TRUSTS. 


Discussing the question of trusts, 


the president says: 


"Combinations of capital organ- 


ized into trusts to control the condi- 
tions of trade among our citizens, to 
stifle competition, limit production 
<md determine the price of products 
used and consumed by the people, 
aie justly provoking public discus- 
sion, and should early claim the at- 
tention of the congress. 


"The industrial commission, cre- 


ated by the act of congress of June 
18. 1898, him been engaged in ex- 
tended hearings upon the disputed 
questions involved in the subject of 


the proper way to discriminate be- 
tween evil and injurious combina- 
tions and those associations which 
pre beneficial and necessary to the 
business prosperity of the country.

American food products by several 
of the governments of the German 
empire, the president expresses the 
hope and the belief that in due time 
the imperial government of Germany 
and the government of the United 
States will reach an amicable, satis- 
factory and reciprocal agreement. 


CANADIAN DISPUTES. 


Of the negotiations 
with 
Great 


Britain for settlement of the several 
matters in dispute 
between the 


United States and Canada, including 
the seal fisheries and the Alaskan 
boundary, and the work of the joint 
high commission, the pmsident says 
much progress had been! made, when 
it became appaient that irreconcil- 
able 
differences existed as to the 


boundary of Alaska, it 
becoming 


necessary to hold other questions in 
abeyance until the boundary dispute 
was adjusted. Of this the president 
says: 


"The subject has been receiving the 


careful attention which its import- 
ance demands, with the result that a 
modus vivendi for provisional de- 
marcation in the region about the 
head of Lynn canal has been agreed 
upon, and it is hoped that the nego- 
tiations now in progress between the 
two governments will end in 
an 


agreement for the establishment and 
delimitation of a permanent bound- 
ary. 


"Apart from these questions grow- 


ing out of our relationship' with our 
rorthern neighbor, the most friendly 
disposition and ready agreement 
have marked the discussion of nu- 
merous matters arising in the vast 
and intimate intercourse of the 
United States with Great Britain. 


THE BOER WAR. 


"This government has maintained 


an attitude of neutrality in the un- 
fortunate contest between Great Brit- 
ain and the Boer states of Africa. 
We have remained faithful to the 
precept of avoiding entangling al- 
liances as to affairs not of our direct 
concern. Had circumstances sug- 
gested that the parties to the quarrel 
would have welcomed any 
kindly 


expression of the hope of the Ameri- 
can people that war might be avert- 
ed, ijood offices would have 
been 


gladly tendered. The United States 
representative at Pretoria was early 
instructed to see that all neutral 
American interests be respected by 
the combatants. 
This has been an 


easy task in view of the positive 
declarations of both 
British 
and 


Boer authorities that the 
personal 


and property rights of our citizens 
should be observed. 


"Upon the withdrawal of the Brit- 


ish agent from Pretoria the United 
States consul was authorized, upon 
the request of the British govern- 
ment and with the assent of 
the 


South African and Orange Free State 
governments, to exercise the custom- 
ary good offices of a neutral for the 
care of British interests. In the dis- 
charge of this function, I am happy 
to say that abundant 
opportunity 


has been afforded to show the im- 
partiality of this government toward 
both the combatants. 


ITALIAN LYNCHINGS. 


Respecting the lynching oi sub- 


jects of the Italian government, the 
president say* that for the fourth 
time in the present decade the sub- 
ject has come up between the United 
States a-.id Italy, the latest being the 
lynching of five Italians at Tallulah, 
Louisiana. The president says there 
have been some disagreements as to 
the citizenship of the victims, but 
rxpi'«sses belief that a satisfactory 
sclm'on will be reached. H» deeply

A satisfactory 
arrangement was concluded between 
the government* of Germany and of 
England, by virtu* of which Eng- 
land retired from Samoa in view of 
compensations in other dire-ttms 
and both powers renounced in favor 
Of the United States all their rights 
and claims over and in respect to 
that portion of the group lying to 
the east of the one hundred and sev- 
enty-first degree of west longitude, 
embracing the islands of Tutuila, 
Ofoo, Closenga and Manua. I trans- 
mit to the senate, for its constitu- 
tional action thereon, a convention, 
which besides the provisions above 
mentioned also guarantee us the 
same privileges and conditions in re- 
spect to commerce and commercial 
vessels in all of the islands of Samoa 
as those possessed by Germany." 


FUTURE OF CUBA. 


The president announces that the 


tieaty of peace with Spain has re- 
stored friendly relations and that 
Spanish authority became extinct in 
Cuba January 1, 1889. leaving th; 
"relinquished territory held in trust 
by the United States for the inhabi- 
tants, maintaining, under the direc- 
tion of the executive, such govern- 
ment and control therein as should 
conserve public order, restore the pro- 
ductive conditions of peaee so long 
disturbed by the instability and dis- 
order which prevailed for the greater 
part of the preceding three decades, 
and build up that tranquil develop- 
ment of the domestic state whereby 
alone can be realized the high pur- 
pose, as proclaimed in the joint reso- 
lution adopted by the congress on the 
19th day of April, 1898, by which 
the United States disclaimed any dis- 
position or intention to exercise sov- 
ereignty, jurisdiction, or control over 
Cuba, except for the pacification 
thereof, and asserted its determina- 
tion when that was accomplished to 
leave the government and control of 
the island to its people. 


PLEDGE MUST BE KEPT. 


"The pledge contained in this reso- 


lution is of the highest honorable 
obligation and must be sacredly kept. 


"I believe that substantial progress 


has been made in this direction. All 
the administrative measures adopted 
in Cuba have aimed to fit it for a 
regenerated existence by enforcing 
the supremacy of law and justice; by 
placing wherever practicable the 
machinery of administration in the 
hands of the inhabitants; by insti- 
tuting needed sanitary reforms; by 
spreading education; by fostering in- 
dustry and trade; by inculcating pub- 
lic morality, and in short, by taking 
every rational step to aid the Cuban 
people to attain to that plane of self- 
conscious respect and self-reliant 
unity which fits an enlightened com- 
munity for self-government within 
ts own sphere, while enabling it to 
ulflll all outward obligations. 


A GBAVE RESPONSIBILITY. 
This nation has assumed before 


he world a grave responsibility for 
he future good government of Cuba. 
We have accepted a trust, the fulfill- 
ment of which calls for the sternest 
ntegrity of purpose and the exercise 
of the highest wisdom. 
The new 


Cuba yet to arise from the ashes of 
the past must needs be bound to us 
by ties of singular intimacy and 
strength if its enduring welfare is to 
be assured. Whether those ties shall 
be organic or conventional, the des- 
tinies of Cuba are in some rightful 
Form and manner irrevocably linked 
with our own, but how and how far 
is for the future to determine in the 
ripeness of event*. Whatever be the 
outcome, we must see to it that free 
Cuba be a reality, not a name; a per- 
fect entity, not a hasty experiment 
bearing within itself the element* of 
failure. Our mission, to accomplish 
which we took up the wage* of battle, 
is not to be fulfilled by turning 
adrift any loosly framed common- 
wealth to face the vicissitudes which 


•ban proceed to provide for election*, 
which will commit the municipal 
govenunent* of the island to th* offi- 
cers elected by the people. The ex- 
perience thus acquired will prove of 
great value in the formation of a 
representative convention of the peo- 
ple to draft a constitution and estab- 
lish a general system of independent 
government for the island. In the 
meantime and *o long as we exercise 
control over the island the products 
of Cuba should have a market in the 
United State* on as good terms and 
with as favorable rates of duty as 
are given to the West India islands 
under treatie* of reciprocity which 
•hall be made." 


THE PEACE CONGRESS. 


The president devotes liberal place 


in hie message to the international 
peace congress held at The Hague 
last suumei and the part borne by 
the delegates of the United States 
in its deliberations, reviewing com- 
prehensively the results of the con- 
ference. 
The president sets 
forth 


that the United States in signing 
the convention agreed upon by the 
conference did so with the express 
understanding that it "should not be 
construed as to require the United 
States of America to depart from its 
traditional policy of not intruding 
upon, interfering with, or entangling 
uself in the political questions or 
policy or internal administration of 
any foreign state; nor shall anything 
contained in the said convention be 
construed to imply a relinquishment 
by the United States of America of 
its traditional attitude toward purely 
American questions." 


THE ARMY AND NAVY. 


Reviewing the work of the volun- 


teer armies, the president says: 


"Of the volunteers, 667 officers and 


14,831 men were serving in the Phil- 
ippines, and 1,650 of the regulars 
who were entitled to be mustered 
out after the ratification of the treaty 
of peace. They voluntarily remained 
at the front until their places could 
be filled by new troops. They were 
returned home in the order in which 
they went to Manila and are now all 
of them out of the service and in the 
ranks of citizenship. I recommend 
that the congress provide a special 
medal of honor for the volunteers, 
regulars, sailors and marines on duty 
in the Philippines who voluntarily 
remained in the service after their 
terms of enlistment had expired. 


"During the past year we have re- 


duced our force in Cuba and Porto 
Rico. In Cuba we now have 334 
officers and 10,796 enlisted men; in 
Porto Rico, 87 officers and 2,855 en- 
listed men, and a, battalion of 400 
men composed of native Porto Ric- 
ans; while stationed throughout the 
Tnited States are 910 officers and 
17,317 men, and in Hawaii, 12 offi- 
cers and 455 enlisted men. 


•The operations of the army are 


fully presented in the report of the 
secretary of war. I cannot withhold 
'rom 
officers and men the highest 


commendation for their soldierly con- 
duct in trying situations, their wili- 
ng sacrifices for their country, and 
the integrity and ability with which 
;hey have performed unusual 
and 


difficult duties in our island posses- 
sions." 


"The navy has maintained 
the 


spirit and high efficiency which have 
always characterized that service and 
has lost none of the gallantry 
in 


heroic action which has 
signalized 


its brilliant and glorious past. The 
nation has equal pride in its early 
and later achievements. Its habit- 
ual readiness for any emergency has 
won the confidence and admiration 
of the country. The people are in- 
terested in the continued preparation 
and prestige of the navy and will 
justify liberal appropriations for its 
maintenanee and improvement. The 
officers have shown peculiar adapta- 
tion for the performance of new and 
delicate duties which our recent war

TREATY WITH SPAIN. 


On the 10th of December, 1898, 


the treaty of peace between the 
United States and Spain was signed. 
It provided, among other things, 
that Spain should cede to the United 
fctates the ahchipelago known as the 
Fhilipppine Islands, that the United 
States should pay to Spain the sum 
of twenty millions of dollars and 
that the civil rights and political 
status of the native inhabitants of 
the territory 
thus 
ceded to the 


United States should be determined 
by the congress. 
The treaty was 


ratified by the senate on the 6th of 
February, 1899, and by the govern- 
ment of Spain on the 19th of March 
following. 
The ratifications were 


exchanged on the llth of April, and 
the treaty publicly proclaimed on 
the 2nd of March, the congress vot- 
ed the sum contemplated by 
the 


treaty and the amount was paid over 
to the Spanish government on the 
let of May. 


GOT THE PHILIPPINES. 


"In this manner the Philippines 


came to the United States. The is- 
lands were ceded by the government 
of Spain, which had been in undis- 
puted possession of them for cen- 
turies. They were accepted, not 
merely by our authorized commis- 
sioners in Paris, under the direction 
of the executive, but by the consti- 
tutional and well-considered action 
cf the representatives of the people 
of the United States in both houses 
of congress. I had every reason to 
believe, and I still believe, that this 
transfer of sovereignty was in ac- 
cordance with the wishes and the 
aspirations of the great mass of the 
Filipino people. 


BENEFICENT DESIGNS. 


"From the earliest moment no op- j 


portunity was lost of assuring the 
people of the islands of our ardent 
desire for their welfare and of the 
intention of this government to do 
everything possible to advance their 
interests. In my order of the 19th 
of May, 1898, the commander of the 
military expedition dispatched to the 
Philippines was instructed to de- 
clare that we came not to make war 
upon the people of that country, 
•nor upon any 
party 
or faction 


unong them, but to protect them in 
their homes, in their employments 
and in their personal and religious 
rights.'

The president then calls attention 


to the proclamation to the Filipinos, 
upon the signing of the treaty with 
Spain, that "we came not as conquer- 
ors or invaders, but a* a friend to 
protect the natives in their homes, 
in their employments and in their 
personal and religious rights." Gen-

AS TO AGUINALDO. 


"The prompt accomplishment of 


this work by the American army and 
navy gave him other ambitions, and 
insidious suggestions from various 
quarters perverted the purposes and 
intentions with which he had taken 
up arms. No sooner had our army 
captured Manila than the Filipino 
forces began to assume an attitude of 
suspicion and hostility which the ut- 
most effo'ts of our officers 
and 


t loops were unable to disarm or mod- 
ify. 
Their kindness and forbearance 


were taken as a proof of cowardice. 
The aggressions of the Filipinos con- 
tinually increased, until finally, just 
before the time set by the senate of 
the United States for a vote upon the 
treaty, an attack, evidently prepared 
in advance, was made all along the 
American lines, which resulted in a 
terribly destructive and sanguinary 
repulse of the insurgents." 


The president follows with a de- 


tailed recapitulation of the events 
which led up to the Tagal rebellion 
against the authority of the United 
States, devoting much attention to 
the conspiracy to massacre the Amer- 
ican soldiers in Manila on the night 
of February 15, 1898, the order for 
which fell into the hands of Ameri- 
cans, and which General Otis ob- 
serves that "for intent is unequalled 
in modern times." 
**• J- 


WILL UPHOLD AUTHORITY. 
President McKinley thus quotes 


General Otis: 


"Whatever the future of the Phil- 


ippines may be, there is no couise 
open to us now except the prosecu- 
tion of the war until the insurgents 
are reduced to submission. The com- 
mission is of the opinion that there 
has been no time since the destruc- 
tion of the '-Spanishu squadron by 
Admiral Dewey when it was possible 
to withdraw our forces from tho 
islands, either with honor to our- 
selves or with safety to the inhabi- 
tants." 


The president then says: 
"The course thus clearly indicated 


has been unflinchingly pursued. The Hour*. 10 to 4 
rebellion must be put down. Civil 
government cannot be thoroughly 
established until order is restored, 
With a devotion and 
gallantry 


worthy of its most brilliant history, 
the army, ably and loyally assisted 
by the navy, has carried on this un- 
welcome, but most 
righteous 
cam- j 


paign, with richly deserved success. 
The noble salf-sacrifice with which 
our soldiers and sailors whose terms 
of service had expired refused to avail 
themselves of their right to return 
borne as long as they were needed at 
the front forms one of the brightest 
pages in our annals. Although their 
operations have been somewhat in- 
terrupted and checked by a rainy 
season of unusual violence and dura- 
tion, they have gained ground stead- 
ily in every direction, and now look 
forward confidently to a speedy com- 
pletion of their task. 


"The 
unfavorable 
circumstances 


connected with an active campaign 
has not been permitted to interfere 
with the equally important work of 
reconstruction. Again I invite your 
attention to the report of the com- 
missioners for the interesting ana 
encouraging details of the work 
already accomplished in the estab- 
lishment of peace and order and the 
inauguration of self-governing mu- 
nicipal life in many portions of the 
archipelago." 


The president then gives the de- 


tails of the form of government 
already established in the island of 
Negros, which admits of a large de- 
gree of self-government by the peo- 
ple of the island, the military gov- 
ernment of the United State* exer- 
cising the supreme executive power.

great soul now rests in eternal peace.] 


His private life was pure and elevat- 
ed, while his public career wac ever 
distinguished 
by large 
capacity, 


stainless integrity and exalted mo- 
tives. 
He has been removed from 


the high office which he honored and 
dignified, but his lofty character, his 
devotion to duty, his honesty of pur- 
pose and noble virtues remain with 
us as a priceless legacy and example. 


COUNTRY PROSPEROUS. 


"The Fifty-sixth congress convenes 


in -its first regular session with the 
country in a condition' of unusual 
prosperity, of universal good 
will 


among the people at home, and in re- 
lations of peace and friendship with 
every government of the world. Oui 
foreign commerce has shown great 
increase in volume and value. The 
combined imports and exports for the 
year are the largest ever .shown by 
a single year in all our history. Our 
exports for 1899 alone exceeded by 
more than a billion dollars our im- 
ports and exports-combined in 1870.

February, 1899, and by the govern- 
ment of Spain on the IQtli of March 
following. 
The ratifications were 


exchanged on the llth of April, and 
the treaty publicly proclaimed on 
the 2nd of March, the congress vot- 
ed the sum contemplated by 
the 


treaty and the amount was paid over 
to the Spanish government on the
